Bilingual Program In School And Conmunity Relations 
Program Description 

The position now knoTJn as Bilingual Tcncher In School and Coinvunity Rela- 
tione was formerly known as Auxiliary Teacher, The title wns officially change 
on February 21, 1968. The idea o!: creating the position started in 1943 when 
one of the schools in the Bronx assigned a bilingual teacher to serve as a 
liaison person between the school and the Spanish-speaking conimuaity, and 
opened tha door for the creation of the position of Substitute BilLui^ual 
Teacher in School and Cor.imunity Relations. In 1949, when the Board of Educa- 
tion created this position, twelve substitute bilingual teachers were assigned 
to schools having a high concentration of Spanish-speaking childrent 

In September, 1966 the Bilinsual Program in School and CoTmnunity Relations 
was transferred from the Office of Elementary Schools to the Office of Inter- 
group Education. At that time, it was felt that the duties of the Bilingual 
Teacher should be reviewed in li,<;^ht of the needs in the schools. A select 
committee was established for this purpose. The couiniittee consisted of school 
principals, bilingual teachers and supervisors, and tiic coordinator of the 
Bilingual Program. The committee invited suggestions from other school 
principals, bilingual teachers and supervisors, and from Puerto Rican profes- 
sional and community organizations. 

The committee found that the work of the Bilingual Teacher in School 
and Community Relations can best be described through the three major func- 
tional roles which he plays: 

1* as a community relations agent 

2« as a participant in the guidance process 

3. as a resource person 

In January, 1973 the Office of Bilingual Education was officially created. 
The Bilingual Program in School and Community Relations now falls under the 
Jurisdiction of that office. 

Program Objectives 

1. Tljc Bilingual Teacher must open and maintain channels of communica- 
tion between school and community. To do this he must be in rcgulnr 
contact with the various persons and agencies of the community so as 
to know the pulse of the community, its beliefs, concerns and needs. 

2. The Bilingual Teacher must utilize his bllinj^'/ial and hlcultural 
knowledgoa and skills when and wiiete lieudod to ajjfiitiL in any aspect 
of the guidance of the pupil throu^^h his educational career. This 
requires a cooperative working rolat louijhi p bet;wt*on Llie iHlln;^u.il 
Teacher and all otiicr staff, classroom tcacher^j as well as other 
pcrfTonno] J pn rr i cul n rl y tbo C** • 'I.tk Cn\]]]f\rli)r , 
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Program Objectives 

3. The Bilingual Teacher Is an Important school resource In the Implemen- 
tation of a Pro;;ranis which strenghten and enhance the cultural herlta* 
ge and sel£concept of the children learning English as a Second Lan- 
guage with the uaderatandlng that the Bilingual Teacher may occasional- 
ly supplement but not provide basic classroom Instruction. The Bilin- 
gual Teacher represents a fund of knowledge and skills which rhould be 
used to enrich the Instructional program of. the children and to help 
Ifamlllarlze the staff with particular cultural differences, history and 
sensitivities. 



Duties of the DLlinr,ual Teacher In School and Community Relations 

duties of the Bilingual Teacher relate to the school staff, to pupils 
for whom English is a second language, to their parents and to the relevant 
cotmnunlty. 

1. Pupils 



a. 'To assist In all professional aspects of the registration of pu* 

plls during all registration periods. 

b. To assist in dctermlng class placement , transfers and promotions. 

c« By conferring with pupils, to assist other members of the staff 
in performing their functions with respect to the pupils. 

d. To administer or assist in administering appropriate educational 
tests to pupils. 

e. To assist the classroom teacher in preparing relevant instruc-' 
tlonal programs. 

f • To assist in developing and in implementing special programs 

(such as for Puerto Rico Discovery Day, Brotherhood VJe^ek, Chinese 
New Year, Pan American Day, etc.). 

g. To assist in school-sponsored student organization activities. 

h. To assist in the soluction of any pupil educational problem 
where the special skills of the Bilingual Teacher may be he pful. 
This is specially applicable in the service the Bilingual Teacher 
may render as part of the guidance team. 

1. To assist in discovering talented and bright, as well as hand- 
icapped pupils, and to help in plannlnp, appropriate prop.rams for 
such pupils.

_ e« To serve as a resource for other staff tncmbers with respect to 

the language, history, customs of the pupi.ls and with respect to 
parent and connnunity fellings. This should be part of an on* 
going process whereby tho Bilingual Teacher parllcipaces with his 
colleagues on regular grade and curriculum committees, and in the 
less formal meetings where school objective's and problems are 
discussed. Tlie Bilingual Teaclier should help secure for other 
Staff members appropriate historical literature films and other 
audlo*vlsu^.l aids. 

dm The Bilingual Teacher may be of particular assistance to the 

Principal in determining books and other resource materials which 
the school could order for classroom and library use. 

3« Parent and Community 

«« To organise workshops, clubs and other activities which would 
htlp to orient parents to school procedures and^to provide 
opportunities for parental service and growth. ' 

b. To serve, when and where appropriate, as a resource person to 
the Parctits Association in its organisational work and to be 
available to attend meetings of the e!<ecutlve committee and of 
the general parent body on a regular basis. 

c. To maintain contact with community persons and agencies in 
order to bring back to the school a better understanding of 
needs of the community he is servlnr*^ at^d to brlr^g to ti e com- 
munity,, a better understanding of the schools. This Includes 
attendance at appropriate meetings. 

d. To make home visits » to help In the guidance of pupils and parents 
where appropriate to the Bilingual Teacher Frograin. 

e« To work as a team with guidance personnel in making referrals to 
community and city agencies for pupils and parents for whom 
English is a second language. 

fm The Bilingual Teacher should be on call to serve aa part of the 
school guidance team at hearings in the District Superintendent's 
Office. 

g. To serve on sciiool liunuin Kelalions or Coimaunity Relations 
connlttee. 

4, Other Duties 

a. The Bili.nr'.^Kil 're-iclicr •./M.L be rr».':ponr.i b lo Tor rf';*til.ar roporta to 
Human Rclationa Unit, on work done with pupiiii^ parent:; and staif. 
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Duties of the Bilingual Teacher In School and Cotmr.unlty Relations 
4. Other Duties 

b. The Bilingual Teacher will be required to attend n^^onthly training 
conferences on a borou^j;h-wlde or city-wide basis under the aus- 
pices of the Human Relations Unit, 

c. Attendance at appropriate district moetings and service on 
appropriate district committee may also be required to a rea- r - 
isdnable degree. 

The school based Bilin.^^u-^l Teacher, as part of the Human Rela- 
tions team, shall participate in conjuction with the District 
School Community Coordinator and other district personnel in 
planning of district activities relevant to the pupils, parents 
and community served by the Bilingual Teacher.
